The U.S, givernment which has 
helped to destroy the value of silver 
thus making silver states bitterly 
antagonistic and injuring business 
all over the world should not rely 
on the accident of war.

A statement printed in Cyrus H. 
K. Curtis newspapers should not 
be ignored by the administration. 

“The value of silver has gone up 
15 per cent in Shanghai which 
means that the purchasing power of 
China and to some extent of India, 
has gone up almost overnight to a 
point which, if maintained, would 
be enough to help British and 
world industries on to thelr feet.” 

Senator Borah, whose sound argu- 
ments have been published here, 
demands monetization of silver, on 
4 sound basis, He knows that such 
action would send wheat, not only 
to a dollar a bushel, but to a dol- 
lar and a half, and higher. 

One of the ablest bankers in the 
country said; “The bankers want 
money as searce as possible, that 
they may more easily control it and 
increase their power. But they are 
short sighted and must realize soon 
that gold is too scaree and is actu- 
ally cornered by two nations, leay- 
ing the others without “real money” 
to carry on the business of the 
world.” 

For the time being, silver metal 
needs no support. Because of im- 
pending war in the east it has start- 
ed up toward the dollar mark of its 
own accord, and may go far above 
the dollar, in a war that must be 
based on silver, since it will be 
fought where there is no geld, and 
paper money is worthless. 

In the big war, Britain in an 
emergency got two hundred million 
ounces of silver from the U.S, to 
meet her needs in India, Without 
the silver it would have gone to 
$2.50 an ounce, As it was it went 
to $1,37.

short take warning.

it is well to build up a “cause” and

WHY AN IMPERIAL CONFERENCE? 


The Government of Australia has noti- 
fied the Government of Great Britain that 
it need expect no reduction in Australian 


duties against British goods. The state- 
ment was made in direct reference to the 
proposed Imperial conference, and is evi- 
dently intended as a plain warning that 
Australia will make no further move at 
this time toward the development of inter- 
Empire trade through tariff adjustments. 

It is of course the right of Australia to 
chart its own policy, and is perhaps better 
that its decision in this respect should be 
made known before the conference assem- 
bles. Certainly if the other dominions are 
in the same frame of mind it would be a 
waste of time, effort and money to hold 
the gathering. 

That Britain would agree to surround 
itself with a tariff against foreign pro- 
ducts, while getting nothing from the do- 
minions in the way of tariff preference 
more than it now gets, is by no means 
probable. The willingness of the dominions 
to exchange concessions for concessions 
may be taken as setting the limits to what 
the conference can accomplish. If . they 
are willing tc make no concessions at all, 
the conference is doomed beforehand. 


LEAVE THE TAXPAYER ALONE 

Denver Post: ‘The people of the United 
States tolerated all kinds of extravagant 
taxes during the war. But in peace, in a 
time of business depression which is 
largely a result of oppressive and excessive 
taxation, the people will not stand for such 
nonsense. Any political party that advo- 
cates additional taxation is riding to a 
fall.” 

That is also true in Canada, as regards 
the present situation. Any government in 
this Dominion that is pondering the folly 
of trying to balance its budget by increas- 
ing taxes is only toying with the tempta- 
tion to commit hari-kari. The thing to 
do with unbalanced budgets today is to 
leave them unbalanced, except in so far as 
the equilibrium can be restored by elim- 
inating waste. 

When times get better, revenue sur- 
pluses will soon wipe out the deficits of 
these lean years, provided our govern- 
ments then have sense enough to cut down 
their spending as the expenditure of public 
money becomes less necessary aS a means 
of creating employment. And the times 
will get better a good deal sooner if the 
government keep their hands out of the 
taxpayers’ pockets at the present junc- 
ture, 


The Dominion Minister of Labor says 
the Dominion Government has authorized 
municipal, provincial and federal expendi- 
tures on relief work account in Alberta 
amounting to $4,210,000, of which the 
share of the Dominion is $2,270,000. 

This calculation evidently includes the 
highway that is being constructed through 
the Dominion Park from Banff to Jasper. 
That cannot properly be classed as a relief 
work project. It is an improvement of 
Dominion property, undertaken for the 
general benefit of the people of Canada, 
and should not be charged azainst Alberta 
any more than against British Columbia 
or any of the other provinces. Whatever 
increased revenue is derived from the im- 
provement will go into the Dominion, not 
the provincial treasury. 

It is to be supposed this road would 
have been constructed now or in the near 
future if there had been no urgent de- 
mand for relief work. The territory 
through which the road is being built is 
Alberta territory only in name, and only 
through the accident of location is em- 
ployment being given to men resident in 
this and not some other province. The gov- 
ernment of Alberta had nothing to say 
about the road bein~ built, its construction 
serves no provincial purpose whatever, 
and it would be unfair to include it in the 
Alberta relief work program, 


THE RECREATION FIELD

In common honesty the city is bound to 
make good that undertaking or give back 
the land. Upon moral grounds we have 
no right to the land unless we put it to the 
use for which it was asked and granted; 
and in fact the city is now in the position 
of having done something very much 
like obtaining the property under false 
pretences. 

That the burgesses rejected the bylaw 
does not necessarily mean that they are 
opposed to the expenditure being made. 
It may only mean that they object to the 
city going through the costly and circuit- 
ous process of issuing bonds and incurring 
interest charges to make an improvement 
of such trifling cost. 

If the city council can effect economies 
of an equivalent amount in other direc- 
tions, it would be quite warranted in 
assuming that the taxnayers intend to 
keep their bargain with the Dominion, and 
in making the improvements at the sta- 
dium with the money thus saved.

Bread made 
in this way is more easily digested. 
One of the most important points to 
cons:der in braad making is that the 
bread should be light. It should also 
be thoroughly masticated.

NOT UNDERNOURISHED. 

Of course the answer here is that 
she has gained. She weighed 108 
ounces at birth and now weghs 224 
ounces, a gain of 116 ounces or about 
five ounces weekly, Probably her fail- 
ure to gain even more dramatically 
can be traced to that bottle formula 
Six ounces is not enough milk for a 
six months old child, The proper 
amount ts e'ght ounces, five times 
daily. The formula right now would 
lbe about aboul 28 ounces of bottled 
milk, one and one-half ounces of 
sugar and boiled water to make 40 
ounces in all, 

It is preferable to feed the veget- 
ables along with the 2 pm. bottle 
There should be @ long nap right after 
the 10 a.m, feeding and a two hour 
airing outdoors afier_ the 2 pm, feed- 
ing.
